e Request time and date

e Location by ¥4 section

e Drainage name

e EXxposure

e Size
o Elevation (top and bottom)
e Fuel type

o Fire character (ground, crown, etc.)
o Weather conditions (place, elevation, observation time, wind direction, wind
velocity, dry bulb, wet bulb, remarks and important U.S. indicators)
